ON MAUNDY THURSDAY, the only MORNING Mass will 
be celebrated in the Cathedral for the blessing of the Holy 
Oils. Communion may not be given at this Mass but the 
laity are urged to attend. On MAUNDY THURSDAY the 
“Mass of the Last Supper” must begin in the EVENING 
between the hours of 5 and 8 o’clock. If one or two Low 
Masses are considered necessary, permission for such is 
herewith granted with the understanding that the Low 
Mass (or Masses) may not begin before 5 o’clock and must 
the Solemn Function prescribed. Under the same 
terms permission is granted for one additional Low Mass 
in semi-publie Oratories in hospitals, orphanages and sana- 
toria, provided the entire Catholic staff cannot be released 
from duty to attend the Principal Mass. This permission 
does NOT extend to the Semi-public Oratories of Religious 
Houses, Convents and Seminaries. Holy Communion may 
not be given outside of Mass, except in danger of death. 
Vigil before the Blessed Sacrament should be kept at least 
until midnight. 

ON GOOD FRIDAY, the liturgical service must be held 
in the afternoon about 3 o’clock and not later than 6 
oclock. Appropriate Eucharistic devotions may be held 
during the earlier hours of the afternoon before the Reposi- 
tory. Holy Communion may be received only after the 
liturgical service, except, in danger of death. 

ON HOLY SATURDAY, the Easter Vigil Liturgy should 
begin at such an hour that the Mass will start about mid- 
night. While this order is preferred by the Church the 
Bishop is authorized to permit an earlier hour under two 
conditions: that such is desirable for good and weighty 
reasons and that the hour chosen is not before sunset ac- 
cording to local time. In this diocese such permission is 
herewith given. In places, however, where the Easter 
Vigil Liturgy and Mass are completed before midnight those 
who attend do not fulfill their obligation for Easter Sunday 
and those who receive Holy Communion may, of course, 
receive also on Easter Sunday. As on Maundy Thursday 
and Good Friday, Holy Communion may. not be given out- 
side of Mass on Holy Saturday, except in danger of death. 
THE LENTEN FAST AND ABSTINENCE continue until 
midnight of Holy Saturday.

- Russians Seek Social, Economic | 
Collapse Of West During ‘Peace 


The Pontiff-told the diplomats 
of 42 nations, gathered to extend 
their birthday greetings, that there 
is only one true peace possible. 
It is a peace which takes man, his 
nature, and his rights into account 
and places spiritual values in their 
proper place above material val- 
ues. 


“THE SOCIAL upheavals caused 
by the application of the sciences 
which have been too materialistic 
in spirit have destroyed an exist- 
ing order without substituting for 
it a better or more stable construc- 
tion,” the Pope continued. — 


“To base the security and stabil- 
ity of human life on mere quan- 
titative increase of materials is to 
forget that man is above all a 
spirit created in the image of God, 
responsible for his actions and his 
destiny. It is to forget that he is 
capable of governing himself and 
that in this he finds his highest 
dignity,” the Holy Father added. 


Man is right if he tries to defend 
his just freedoms against the rule 
of social systems that would at- 
tempt to destroy them, he said. But 
it is precisely in this struggle that 
he must take care to remember 
that economic and technical forces 
are useful and necessary as long 
as they remain subordinate to the 
superior spiritual needs.

“IN THIS situation we are per- 


suaded that the mere circum- 
stance of desire is far outweighed 
by a larger interest in friendly re- 


lations between the public and 
parochial school systems. It is our 
opinion that the continuance of a 
league limited only to the public 
high schools, in the absence of 
compelling reasons for its exist- 
ence, would be detrimental to such 
good relations. The only course 
left open to us, therefore, is to 
direct our athletic council to dis- 
band the league and continue to 
schedule football contests as they 
have in the past years.” 

Commenting on the action of the 
commissioners, Father James Gal- 
vin, archdiocesan superintendent 
of schools, said: 

“As one of those interested in 
the formation of a city league, I 
am naturally disappointed that 
there will be none. We do appreci- 
ate the decision of the school 
board, however, which would indi- 
cate that the majority of our citi- 
zens favor the inclusion of the 
Catholic schools, if there would be 
a football league.”

or interfere in any way.” 

Too often, Dr. Kane asserted, 
solicitous parents intervene ac- 
tively “only when an actual mar- 
riage is in the offing.” Generally, 
he said, they use a negative ap- 
proach, forbidding the marriage 
and even threatening to disown or 
disinherit their son or daughter. 

Instead of ignoring their chil- 
dren’s dating partners and in- 
tervening only when a tragic mar- 
riage impends, Dr. Kane urged 
parents to regard education for 
marriage and choice of a marriage 
partner as “one of their very im- 
portant duties.” 

He called on parents to help 
their sons and daughters form a 
“more realistic ideal image” of 
their future husband or wife. With 
most young people enamored by 
the beauty or handsomeness of 
their lover, Kane urged parents to 
Stress the importance of choosing 
a mate with the same religion as 
well as similar social, economic 
and educational background. 

Parents must begin educating 
their children for marriage long 
before they ever have their first 
date, Kane declared. “When the 
age for dating arrives, if parents 
have helped construct a satisfyin 
and adequate picture of the idea 
mate, a large part of their task 
has been accomplished.”

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SCOUT TRAILS 


Two Saints 


PAT MORAN 


This week the Church ‘celebrates 
the feasts of two saintly outdoors- 
men: St. Patrick and St. Joseph. 
These saints are fitting examplars 
for Catholic scouts youthful 
outdoorsmen pursuing Christ's 
teaching tlirough nature’s. Scout 
Trails. 

St. Patrick, the apostle of the 
land of “Saints and Scholars,” us- 
ed one of God’s simplest botanical 
creations, the shamrock, to ex- 
plain the basis of our religion. The 
shamrock, a cloverleaf, is called a 
trefoil. It has three parts: lobes, 
leaves, hence foils. 

Study the Scout badge, also a 


trefeil. See its spiritual signifi-; 
cance, its Catholic meaning. 
The three points, foils, repre- 


sent the Trinity; Three Divine Per- 
sons in one God. Two stars repre- 
sent the divine and human natures 
of Christ. For as the stars guide 
the scout by night, so too does 
Christ, true God and true man, 
guide men to heaven. The eagle, 
symbolic of freedom on the nation- 
al emblem, signifies the freedom 
and Grace won through Christ's 
redemption. Centerwise is the 
shield exemplifying faith. The 
scroll — a smile — shows a readi- 
ness to spiritualize daily good 
deeds: to offer the good turn to 
God. The knot attached to the tre- 
foil reminds the scout that by his 
daily offering he receives the grace 
of God, binding him closer to 
Christ 

Catholic significance and sym- 
bolism is important to the scout. 
Like St. Patrick’s shamrock is the 
staff and the flowing lily dedicated 
to St. Joseph. The white portrays 
the trait of purity. The green 
shade of its stalk denotes life, 
while the straight line of the stem 
denotes Joseph as the provider of 
the household. His moral integrity 
did not turn from the straight and 
righteous trail. 


His staff symbolizes fatherhood 
— a ruler. He used it for support, 
to aid him in guiding the Holy 
Family. A scout uses the staff on 
hikes and in hundreds of other 
ways. The spiritual staff of St. Jo- 
seph and the purity of his flower 
should guide the scout over the 
trails of Catholicism. 


Purpose of Scout Trails is to 
bring Catholic scouting into the 
family household and to inculcate 
the result of Catholic family life 
into every patrol, troop, den, pack 
and post. Scout Trails will accept 
criticisms, notes, letters and sug- 
gestions from scouts and scouters.
